HE 7th in the Morning went from 

hence the Marquis de Caraglio Go- 

yernour of this City and General of

new Orders from our Duke which he receiv’d the 
sch at Night by a Courier from Toulon. The 3d 
came into this City about 2000 Pruffians and Pala- 
tines, which after they have refted a while will pro- 
ceed tothe Camp at Pignerol. The och the Cannon 
was {ent from hence that is to be plac’d on the 
lately repair'd Fort of St. Bridget which commands 
Pignerol. We hear that the forefaid Orders from 
bis Royal Highnefs imporc among other things, that 
of the Troops encamp’d at Buzzolinoand Pignerol 
Horfe fhould be fent to him ; whereupon the 
Piemontois Regiments of Cavaia, Bertengo, and 
another of Dragcons are already appointed to march 
to Provence, and the reft will be detach’d from the 
German Horfe. The soth the Body of Troops of 
the Allies broke up from genet part of them 
block up the Poft of Peroufe, and the greateft Part 
march through the Valley of S:. Michel by the Way 
of Briaacon into Dauphine; having with thema 
confiderable Train of Cannon, Mortars, and Am- 
munition of 2lf Sorts. The 11th the Marquis de 
Caraglio return’d hither, and we hear the fore- 
mention’d Horfe are already on the iMfarch to Pro- 
vence, and are follow’d by 7 Battallions, to rein- 
force the Army before Toulon. 

Vienna, Aug.17. The 15th Inftantan Exprefs 
was fent from hence with the Emperour’s laft Refo- 
lution tonching the Differences with the King of 
Sweden ; and tho’ that Refolution be kept fecrer, 
‘tis whifper’d. that the Imperial Court will agree 
with his Swedifh Majefty about the Affair of the 
Bfhoprick of Lubeck ; that as for the County of 
Hadeln (which the King of Sweden claims) his 
Majefty fhall be follicited to let it remain in the 
Siate “tis now in: And as for the Affair of Religion, 
thacthe Emperour cannot enter into a formal Treaty 
thereupon, it being thought fufficient that his Imperial 
Majeity has already nominated Minifters to treat of 
and remove the Grievances of the Proteftants of 
Silefia : And that the Quora the King of Sweden 
Was to furnifh tothe Army of the Empire, and the 
Homage to be paid by the Crown of Sweden tothe 
Empire, fhall be remitted.

Count Tilly was fupported by Count Lotum with 
5 Battallions and 30 Squadrons, follow’d by theie 
whole Army. In the meantime the French Army 
reach’d the Plain of Roeux where they drew inco 
Order of Bartle, and Count Tilly beicg retir’d they 
march’d the fame Day to Sr. Denis, and the 14th 
took Poffeffion of the Camp ac Cambron. They 
have their Lefc at Chievies within a League of 
Aetb, and their Right at Cauchie Nocre-Dame. 


From the Camp at Soiznies, Aug. 29. N.S. The 
2 Armies ‘continue ftili in their former Camps ; 
which being bur lictle more than a League diftanc 
from each other, {carce any Day bas pais'd withour 
fome Skirmithes between our Patties, in which we 
have hitherto bad the Advantage ; having within 
thefe 4 Days kill’d and taken feveral of the Enemy’s 
Partizans and near 200 Men, with very inconfider- 
able Lofs on our fide. We have had more Rains 
fince the Ways were open’d for the March of the 
Army ; but the Weather now feeming to be fet in 
fair Orders are given for the Artittery and Baggage 
to begin their March to Morrow, and the Army is 
to follow the next Day, towards Aeth, in order to 
pafs the Dender, in Cafe the Enemy continue in their 
Camp at Cambron,
